Maximum discharges are going 
oue of the St. Lucie canal, leading 
to Stuart, and into the Caloosa- 
hatchee River, leading to Fort My- 
ers. But the. water keeps pouring | 
down the’ Kissimmee valley and 
into thé lake as rapidly as it caa 
be discharged. 

Engineers try for a level of 13 
feet in June. Going below that fig- 
ure also can be dangerous. Two 
years ago there was such a fall 
drought that there was not enougn 
water for irrigation of the vast 
farming area, around the lake. 

Some 6,500 cubic feet of water 
per second is now pouring into the 
St. Lucie canal — to the anguish 
of the people in Stuart. 

These rapid discharges always 
bring new silt into their bays, and 
ruin the inshore sports fishing, 
which is an important prop in the 
Stuart economy. 

Army Engineers say they can 
åo nothing about this. Their agency 

ghas.agreed that the runoff south- 
ward and into the Everglades Na- 
tional Park would be a good idea. 
But there isn't the money to dig 
such a canal at this time. 

Discharge into the Caloosahat- 
chee River at Moore Haven is limit- 
ed to 1,500 cubic feet a second. 
Fletcher said this.is because there 
is a heavy flow of water into that 
river at several points between the 
leke- at Fort Myers.
